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SEVERE JOLT TO 
COMMERCE COURT 


Supreme Bench Declares It 
Usurps Rights of the Inter- 
‘state Commission. 


GOES BEYOND ITS POWER. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., June 7.—[Special.]— 
In three decisions by the United States Su- 
preme court today a staggering blow was 
dealt the recently established Court of Com- 
merce, which already is shaky from the on- 
slaught of its enemies. 

The court of last resort decided in these 
cases that the. rce.court wrongfully 
granted injunctions against the orders af- 
fecting railroad rates issued by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

Chief Justice White in delivering the judg- 
ment of the court declared the Commerce 
court is endowed with no more authority 
than any United States Circuit court. The 
Commerce court again is informed by the 
highest legal authority that the interstate 
commerce commizsion is the sole judge of 
the facts and that the court has power to 


review its orders only on points of law. 


Sensation in the Capitol. 

The news of the s¥eeping conde nation of 
the Commerce court created a sensation in 
the capitol, where the storm of opposition to 
the tribunal created at the instance of Piesi- 
dent Taft has beer brewing for several 
months. The progressive Republicans and 
the Democrats and not a few regular Repub- 
licans declared the early prophecy that the 
court was invented to furnish the railroacd: 


with a damper on the progressive interstate 


commerce commission had been fulfillea. 
The demand for the abolition of the court 
is stronger than ever. Judge Archbald, one 
of the members of the new tribunal, is un- 
dergoing an investigation by the house judi- 
clary committee. He is charged with being 
involved in financial deals with railroads 
which are parties to litigation in the Com- 
merce court and the judiciary committee will 


decide whether his impeachment is war-: 
ranted. He is not sitting on the Commerce 


court bench pending the outcome of the in- 
vestigation. 


Poindexter’ to Push Bill. 

One of the cases in which the Supreme 
court reversed the Commerce court today 
involved a decision by the latter tribunal 
favoring a rebating practice on the part of 
twenty railroads, including the Efie. with 
which Judge Archbald negotiated a $30,000 
coal deal. 

Particularly significant was the action of 
Senator Poindexter of Washington in the 
senate today following the announcement of 
the Supreme court decisions. He moved 
the discharge of the interstate commerce 
committee from further consideration of his 
bill to abolish the Commerce court and gave 
notice that he would endeavor to obtain 
consideration of the measure tomorrow. 

In proposing the repeal of the Commerce 
court act he represents the views of the 
shippers of the northwest, who were greatly 
incensed by the decision of the tribunal In 
overruling the commerce commission in the 
intermountain long and short haul cases. 
The Supreme court will decide the appeal of 
these cases next fall. 


House Cuts Off Appropriation. 
The house already has voted for the aboli- 
tion of the court in the legislative, executivé, 
and judicial appropriation bill. In the sen- 
ate the appropriations committee struck out 
the repeal clause and restored the appropria- 
tion for the court The bill now is being 
considred by the senate and there will be an 
attempt to amend it with a repeal) provision 
simflar to that passed by the house. 
President Taft has said he would veto any 
legisiation abolishing the Commerce court, 
but it would embarrass him coneiderabiy to 
be compe led to pass on the matter in an 
appropriation bill, the veto of which would 
cut off the funds of the government for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1 next. The Dem- 
ocrats placed the repea! in an appropriation 
bill In order to lessen tne chances of a veto. 
The administration senators will make a 
determined fight to save the court. They 
argue that all the objections so far raised 
are in reality criticiems of the judges but 
not of th court as én institution. | 
The principal case decided today was that 
of i Erie. the Baltimore and Ohio, the 
Central of New Jersey, and other roads 
which had been giving specially low rates 
for the transportation of coal used by these 
roads and certain connecting water carriers.

MURDERS AGENT 


OF CHICAGO BANK 


Honduran Assassin Caught 
After Death of Frederick 


Pierpont Shaw. 


ACTED AS A RECEIVER. 


Washington, D. C., June 7.—[Special.]— 
The assassination of Frederick Pierpont 
Shaw at Back River, Trionia, Honduras, was 
reported. to the state department this after- 
noon. Mr. Shaw was killed on Wednesday, 
June 5, acording to state department advices. 

Mr. Shaw was the representative of the 
Chicago Title and Trust company, and was 


‘acting as receiver for the Central American 


Commercial company, under orders of the 
United States court for the northern district 
of Illinois. His assassination was reported 
to the American legation at Tegucigalpa 
through ‘the United States consul at Ceiba, 
George F. Davis. 

It is reported that the assassin of Mr. 


‘Shaw has been captured. The name of the 


murderer and the causes of his act have not 
been mentioned in the dispatches to the 
department. 


Smetmeanell 


Trouble Over Litigation. 

Mr. Shaw. who was a practicing attorney 
in New York, had been in Honduras since 
last Christmas in the interests of the Chicagr- 
Title and Trust company, which has been 
acting as receiver for the Central American 
Commercial company of Honduras. 

There is said to have been much litigation 
and feeling over. the efforts of the Chicago 
company to take over the property of the de- 
funct concern. 

Orders Inquiry by Consul. 

The firm of Mayer, Meyer, Austrian & 
Platt, attorneys for the Chicago Title and 
Trust company, received a telegram from 
Secretary Knox this afternoon saying that 
he had wired the consul at Sieda. the nearest 
large city to Trionia, to make an investiga- 
tion.

Color was lent to this report when the 
colonel, on hearing the reports. declared: 

“There was one district I thought was 
for me, but I told my managers before they 
went to Chicago that I did not expect a single 
contest to be decided in my favor if I was 
! not entitled’to it. I want justice, I told them, 
and no more than justice, and I don. expect 


——«' or wamt anything else. My managers know 


the details of the situation better than I.”’ 

Then the colonel showed the reporters a 
table of delegates he expected to be awarded 
on the Alabama list. It was shown that he 
had conceded twenty-two to President Taft 
and claimed only two for himself. 

‘You see, I hadnt counted on anything 
except that one district,” he said. 


Where Big Fights Are Planned. 

By mahing practicaiy no fight on the con- 
tested seats in some states where there is 
actually little merit in the claims of the 
Roosevelt contestants, it is declaied that 
Roosevelt expects to place himself in a po- 
sition to put up the hardest kind of a strug- 
gie where he feels that he is in the right. 
In Indiana, Keni’ cky, Mississippi, Tennes- 
see, Texas, and Washington and one or two 
other instances, Roosevelt expects quife a 
different story. 

While the national committee situation 
was being discussed, the colonel] was asked 
if he had a word to say about the report 
that there was a plot on foot to’adcopt the 
famous ‘ chariot wheel resolution,”’ drawn 
up by Roscoe Conkling at the convention in 
1880, which would bind the delegates to sup- 
port the choice of the majority and thus 
prevent a bolt on the part of any delegates 
to Roosevelt. 

“Tf they act honestly there will be no oc- 
casion for any one to bolt,” was the col- 
onel’s only reply.

Dixon Denounces Action. 

After the committee had acted in the var 
ous cases considered during the day, and 
decided all ef them in favor of the Taft 
contestants, Senator Dixon of Montana, 
Col. Roosevelt's campaign manager, {ssued 
a statement bristling with denunciation. He 


said the majority of the committee was pre- 
paring deliberately to murder the Republican 
party and that it was violating its sacred 
trust as trustees of the party. 

The senator described the members of this 
majority as conspirators who brazenly ad- 
mitted in private that Mr. Taft '* nominated, 
could not be elected, and |! sorted they 
were inspired by the deliberuie purpose to 
scuttle the Republican ship and accept four 
years of Democratic rule. He insisted their 
tactics could not succeed, for he declared 
that, irrespective of their action, Col. Roose 
velt would be nominated. 


Appeals from Committee to Country, 

Senator Dixon's statement is in effect an 
appeal to the country from the\committee, 
No complaint is made by him as to the action 
of the committee in any of the contests 
decided yesterday except the Ninth Ala- 
bama, where, he declares “the theft was 
cold blooded, premecitated, and deliberate.”’ 
He will endeavor to bring the force of public 
opinion to bear upon the committee for the 
purpose of obtaining a decision on the merits 
of the case. 

The Roosevelt men assert the Taft major- 
ity paid absolutely no attention to the evi+e 
dence or the law in the case of the Ninth 
Alabama, or any other case; that the only 
matter which received their attention and 
caused a great deal of laughter was an 
alleged improper comparison in an Arkansas 
bricf; and this brief was excluded. 

The Dixon statement was the end of a day 
of quiet but exciting partisan struggle in 
the committee. The action giving Taft the 
twenty-four delegates from Alabama and 
Arkansas carries the prospect ‘that the other 
Taft claims in the latter state will be admit- 
ted today. 


Only One Roosevelt Case Strong. 

Except in the case of the Ninth Alabama 
district the contests decided yesterday hed 
no especial strength from the Roosevelt end 
and it was the decision in the Ninth district 
case that brought forth Senator Dixon's 
strong protest. 

In the case of the Alabama delegation at 
large the point was purely a legal proposition 
and the Roosevelt members of the committee 
voted with the Taft members against this 
contest. In the Ninth district, according to 
the Roosevelt contenticn, the RooseveRh men 
were clearly entitied to be seaied. 

If the Taft forces continue today to flatten 
out Roosevelt contests in the same fashion 


Alabama case the president will increase his 
streneth by 252 delegates. There with the 
instructed and uninstructed delegates who 
are claimed would give Mr. aTft 555, or fif- 
teen more than a majority. It is the realiza- 
tion that it is necessary to take every dele- 
gate they can which is responsible for the 
apparent determination not to give anything 
to the Roosevelt forces. 


Fears to Make Concession.

Five hundred and forty votes 
will be necessary to nominate. Those 
who are apparently in closest touch 
with the facts give Taft 468 votes and 
Roosevelt 445 votes. Both lack some- 
thing like 100 votes of having enough 
to nominate. . There are enough bitter 
contests to require the day and night 
attention of the national committee 
from now until the convention con- 
venes. The result is a candidate or fac- 
tional feud unparalleled in bitterness 
and intensity, and one which threatens 
overwhelming disaster to the party at 
the November election. 

There is a widespread and deep seat- 
ed conviction that President Taft can- 
not be renominated. 

We believe Theodore Roosevelt ought 
not to be nominated. 

The Des Moines Capital used its best 
efforts in aiding the movement which 
resulted in naming and instructing six- 
teen of Iowa’s twenty-six delegates to 
the Chicago convention for Taft. At 
that time the Ohio primaries had not 
been held. Few Republicans then be- 
lieved that the president would fail to 
receive a warm indorsement from his 
home people. He did fail, and from 
that hour the belief has been growing 


that his nomination cannot possibly be. 


accomplished. 

The Capital has considered President 
Taft entitled to a renomination—not 
only by virtue of precedent but because 
his patriotic and statesmanlike course 
has earned him that recognition at the 
hands of his party, but fate is often 
cruel and writes its decrees with a re- 
morseless hand.

The vote on the Ninth Alabama case 
today gives peculiar emphasis to that fact. 

“ Nine came from the Republican states 
of lllinois, Kansas, Missouri, New Jersey, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
and West Virginia. They were cast by na- 
tional committeemen every one of-whom has 
been repudiated by his home voters. 

“In these nine etates Col. Roosevelt has 
258 delegates and Mr. aft only thirty-four. 
These nine committeemen thus betray conr- 
stituencies which have repudiated their can- 
didate 8 to 1. It is worth while so keep 
these figures in mind, for they show conclu- 
sively how different the action of the na- 
tional convention will be from that of the 
national committee.”’

If 
he is nominated by the seating of delegates 
whose seating you dare not defend, it will be 
a disastrous day when it is done.’’ 

After Senator Borah concluded his plea his 
proposal was “steam rollered ’’—defeated 
by a viva voce vote.

regular committee had been filled by appoint- 
ment, but Mr. Birch insisted the appoint- 
ments of new members, by which the Roose- 
velt people claimed to control the commilttee, 
were not legal. 

This case settled down at last to a ques- 
tion of whether R. H. Harding and William 
Latham, who participated in the Taft com- 
mittee meeting were legally members of the 
district committee.

Mr. Hundley present- 
ed Mr. Harding's resignation, on the 
strength of which a new member had been 
appointed by the chairman, a Roosevelt man. 

An affidavit was presented from Mr. Hard- 
ing that he had tried to withdraw his resig- 
nation before the district committee met, but 
had been refused permission. 

The committee, by the vote of 88 to 15

Arkansas Contests Taken Up, 


‘The Arkansas contests were then taken 
up, the committee before adjournment giv- 
ing the Taft forces the four delegates at 
large and the district delegates from the 
First and Second districts.

SELVES IN THE SKIN. ? 

DRY goods store which had no

. people. The skin is the show win- 

dow, the display ad page of many 
internal conditions. Not every man 
knows a bargain when he sees it in the 
window or reads about it in the adver- 
tisements. Men vary in the ekill with 
which they read what the skin tells of 
conditions within. 

Not every store uses its window dis- 
play to best advantage, Not every dis- 
ease paints a skin picture. Of those that 
do, not every one tells a clear cut, definite 
story. 

Following are some of the physica] con- 
ditions that display their wares in the 
skin | show “window: A brongzing means 
that, ‘way off yonder in the adrenal 
glands, tubercle bacilli are destroying tis- 
sue. Sunburning of the hands, face, and 
chest, when there has not been exposure 
to the sun, means that somewhere, in 
some interna] organ, the cause of pellagra 
is operating. 


In the deeper layers of the skin are 
blood vessels and the blood in these de- 
termines whether the skin is pink or pale. 
A thin skin allows the blood to show 
through essily and a thick one poorly, 
but the human skin is never so thick 
but that tint is given to it by the blood. 
If the blood is rich or there is much 
bleod, the skin is pink and ruddy. On 
the other hand, poor blood or little of it 
in the skin regults in. pallor, 

A pale, white skin means anemia due 
to poor bleod making or excessive blood 
breaking. A faint lemon hue means that, 
in the tissues somewhere, blood is. being 
excessively destroyed and pernicious 
anemia is resulting, A merked yellow 
means that bile, instead of flowing where 
ae needed, is being poured inte the

Pimples and bofls mean that the germs 
whith naturally lie quiet and inoffensive 
on the skin are traveling down the grease 
glands and hairs into the deeper layers— 
part of the responsibility for which lies 
in the skin itself and part In the chem- 
istry of the body. Carbuncles mean that 
ordinary surface germs have traveled stil! 
deeper. Not infrequently back of the car- 
buncle lies diabetes, a profound change in 
the chemistry of the body.

Physicians diagnose scarlet fever end 
measles by the “looks” of the skin.

PARCEL POST. 
(Illinois Farmer and Farmers’ Call, 

The alleged parcel post provisions in the 
postoffice appropriation bill, adopted by the 
house, are worse than nothing. They are in- 
tended to hinder and discredit the parcel 
post, if they become law. The farmers’ na- 
tional congress wisely opposed them, and so 
should every farmer and every farmers’ or- 
ganization. 

They should also oppose the bill to buy out 
the express companies. There is no need 
or justification for paying the express com- 
panties $40,000,000 or $50,000,000 for their prop- 
erty. We are under no obligation, moral or 
legal, to buy out the express companies. On 
the other hand, we are under a moral obliga- 
tion, at the least, that the people’s money be 
not used for such a purpose. The express 
companies and their friends In congress are 
supporting this bill to buy out the express 
companies, and it is really surprising that the 
grange should be led to support this bill, al- 
though it is not strange that one of the 
grange representatives in Washington, 
working for legislation, and trying to make 
the most noise of all, should support this bill 
for the express companies, by the express 
companies, for the benefit of the express com- 
panies. It would be strange if this person 
did otherwise. 

The only excuse offered for this bill is that 
the government must buy out the express 
companies to get the favorable contracts 
those companies have with the railways. 
This is strange doctrine, indeed, for the 
grange to espouse—that the express com- 
panies are bigger and more powerful than the 
national government. That the people of 
this country, through their representatives 
in the national congress, must get down on 
their knees to the express companies and 
pay them $50,000,000 because they can make 
better contracts with the railway companies 
than the people of the United States can. 
The railway companies know well that they 
are treading on thin ice and that the physt- 
cal valuation of railways and a few other 
things may be not far off, and we fancy they 
must look with some little uneasiness on the 
arguments of the allies—the express com- 
panies and the grange. 

It appears that the best hope of the advo- 
cates of a parcel post is in the bil intro- 
duced by Senator Bourne, chairman of the 
senate committee on postoffices and poet- 
roads. We do not say that !t the best parce! 
post bill. introduced Into congress, but we say 
that conditions make it the best hope of the 
advocates of a parcel post. We think that 
the weight limit, for ane thing, should be 
much higher than that named tn the Bourne 
bill.

TRIES 10 KILL COUNT TISZA 


Hungarian Deputy Fires Three 
Shots at President. 


TURNS GUN ON HIMSELF. 


Expected to Die of Wounds; Shooting 
' - ‘Result of Rows in Diet. 


BUDAPEST, June 7.—Count Tisza, presi- 
dent of the lower house, had a narrow escape 
from assassination in the diet this mornings. 
He was fired upon three times by Deputy 
Julius Kovacs, who then shot himself. Ko- 
vaces is expected to die. Count Tisza was un- 
scathed. : 

Kovacs was one of the most militant mem- 
bers of the opposition and was among those 
who were ejected from the chamber on 
Wednesday because of disorderly conduct. 

Seon after the proceedings opened Kovacs 
moved to the front of the gallery and, shout- 
ing. ‘““ There are stil) opposition members in 
the chamber,’ drew a revolver and emptied 
three chambers in the direction of the presi- 
dent. Then, seemingly chagrined at his bad 
marksmanship, he put two bullets into his 
own body. 


Outcome of Near Revolution. 

The attack upon the count is a direct out- 
come of the agitation which has been per- 
sisted in sinee his election as speaker on 
May 22. Tisza is an opponent of universal 
suffrege, and on this issue his election vas 
contested with a bitterness that culminated 
in violence in the chamber and bloodshed 
in the streets. 

The night of his election the Socialist union 
decided to proclaim a strike of all unionist 
workmen in Budapest with the exception of 
municipal employés. 

During the next two days there was much 
rioting and many persons were killed by the 
soldiers and police. The government was 
compelled to cornpromise with the Socialists 
by inducing the manufacturers involved In 
the strike to make certain concessions. 


Men Go Back to Work. 

The men returned tq work on May 25, and 
the demonstrations shifted from the streets 
to the diet. The opposition, by noisy tactics. 
prevented the passage of legislation, and the 
deadlock was unbroken until last Tuesday, 
when President Tisza forced through the 


tumult. 

On the following day, when the proceed- 
ings again were interrupted, the president 
ealied in the police, who expelled thirty mem- 
bers of the opposition.

Cuba to Have Fair Chance. 

The order for the transports to sail or for 
the troops to entrain was not given, and it 
was said at the state department that that 
word would not be given until the marine 
forces already landed proved insufficient to 
afford necessary protection, or conditions on 
the island had assumed such a phase as to 
demand intervention. 

At present it cannot be asserted that Presi- 
dent Gomez's hold has so weakened as to 
warrant the United States tn proceeding to 
meet its treaty obligations to intervene, 

The issue of a proclamation by President 
Taft is all now ‘necessary to met the legal 
-requirements preliminary to intervention. 
Whether this last step shall be taken depends 
upon the ability of the Cuban government to 
deal with the {nsurrection. That government 
will be given a fair chance. 

The manager of the Cuban Copper com- 
pany’s mines at El Cobre, ten miles west of 
Santiago, telegraphed the American jega- 
tion at Havana that sixty marines were 
landed there last night. The Ponupo-Man- 
ganese company telegraphed to the legation 
stating that marines were landed there last 
night. 


Marines for Other Points. 

The Paducah, which performed thie serv- 
ice, is now at Santiago. Eigthy~five marines 
are embarking on the Little Eagle for the 
protection of American life and property at 
Siboney and Daiquiri. 

There is no present indication of sending 
more battleships into Cuban waters and the 
Annapolis midshipmen assigned to the ships 
already ordered to Guantanamo will be con- 
veyed there on the cruiser San Francisco, 
which will carry the midshipmen intended 
for the third division of the fleet now at Key 
Weet. 

Late today a message wae sent to the 
commander at Fort D. A, Russell, Wyoming, 
to have Signal Corps Company I In readiness 
for a possfble voyage to Cuba. This com- 
pany consists of about 100 mounted men 
and carries full equipment, including fleld 
wireless sets. An ambulance company was 
ordered prepared. 

Maj. Gen. Wood, chief of staff, said the 
places of embarkation for the “‘ expedition- 
ary force,’ if it were dispatched to Cuba, 
would be New York, Savannah, Ga., and 
Tampe, Fila.

He 
wouldn't close his store for them nor listen 
to their arguments, They threatened to 
throw his meat in the street, and Morris 
remarked dryly: “ Guess I'll shut up.”

BOSTON CAR MEN. 
STRIKE AND RIOT

SERVICE IS CRIPPLED. 


Effort to Get Affiliated Crafts to 
Join Walkout Meets with 
Little Success. 


Boston, Mass., June 7,—Rioting broke out 
@gain tonight in connection with the strike 
of the employés of. the Boston Elevated 
Street Railway company, which began this 
morning. Disturbances occurred in Cam- 
bridge and South Boston. 

In one outbreak in Cambridge, three police- 
men were badly beaten and a revolver shot 
was fred at the conductor of a stalled oar. 
Several arrests were made. 

Growing with each hour, the strike hed 
spread tonight #o that service on many lines 
in the metropolitan district was only occa- 
sional, 

Estimates of the number of men on strike 
varied widely. Union leaders claimed 8,500 
members were out, with additional members 
joining the strike hourly. 


Admit “About 1,000” Struck. 

Boston Elevated company officials set the 
number at ‘‘about 1,000/’ The totel num- 
ber of men of all classes employed by the 
Boston Elevated Railway company is 8,000, 
of whom 5,000 are uniformed employés, 

Efforts were made at meetings of several 
affiliated crafts tonight to haveeympathetic 
atrikes declared. Principal among thoes 
whose assistance is sought are the stationary 
engineers. 

The possibility of a strike by these men, 
crippling the pewer plants, appealed so 
greatly to company officials thet arrange- 
ments were said to have been made with 


fill the places of any strikers The company 
also wae active today in importing men from 
other cities to take the places of strikers, 


Members of New Union. 

All the men on strike are members of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street Railway 
Employés, the local branch of which has been 
recently organized. It was the refusa] of 
President Bancroft of the company te treat 
with employés on their demands as members 
of this organization that precipitated the 
strike. 

The day’s disorders which developed im- 
mediately upon the calling of the strike at 4 
o'clock this morning resulted in the arrest of 
nearly thirty men, charged with intimidation 
and aasault mostly.

Philadelphia, Pa. June 7.—Judge Bregy 
in Common Pleas court today issued an in- 
junction restraining the federal committee 
of the Brotherheods of Trainmen, Con- 
ductora, Firemen, and Wngineers, which has 
been holding sessions for seme time, from 
taking any action that may lead toa strike 
on the lines of the Pennsylvania reilroad 
east of Pittsburgh and Erie because of alleged 
grievances.

At a meeting of the Women’s City olub held 


yesterday afternoon in the Fiske school in the 


Seventh ward Dr. A. H. Beifeld of the Infant 
Welfare society was the speaker. 

“The appalling infant mortality of the past 
was in great part preventable. It was chiefly 
caused by improper feeding. There is no food 
yet devised or used for the feeding of infants 
which can take the place of natural food. 
While artificial feeding is often successful, it 
is far too frequently used. Babies are vas 
ill and death often results from pte ph 
too often. They should iave at 
a half hours between each meal. 

“She plan for ‘baby tents’ which is being 
advocated is but a poor makeshift, for {t cannot 
prove efficient when the source of the baby's 
ailment remains the same in its home to which 
it returns as soon as it ie better. For the pur- 
pose of protecting the infant in the home the 
xoard of héalth has established sixty-two dis- 
tricts throughout the city where a trained nurse 
will be in cénstant attendance during the sum- 
mer.. Her immediate attendance upon a case of 
serious summer sickness is inemred. If the 
mothers will cotjperate with the nurse in their 
district a large amount of infant mortality can 
be avoided® 

Dr. Beifeld stated that the poor quality of ice 
cream sold in large quantities on the west side 
was responsible for the death of many babies. 

Miss Anna E. Nicholes, superintendent of the 
club, spoke on work which the club seeks to ac- 
complish during the year, among which is the 
establishment ef a bathing’beach and a field 
house in or near Jackson park. |

Plead for Compulsory Registration. 


Compulsory state registration of nurses under 
uniform requirements was urged yesterday by 
almost every speaker at the convention of the 
American Nurses association in Orchestra hall. 
A resolution was passed asking that a oonfer- 
ence of the officers of state organizations be 
called which should agree on the requirements 
for registration and should recommend to the 
state legislatures that they require registration.

Mint.

HERE is something about mint sugges- 

tive of fresh breezes and cool arbors, of 

sulamer and luxurious coolness, despite 

the season. It is by no means necessary 

that _comfortable gentlemen if their 

hours of relaxation be the ‘only ones to take 
delight in all this suggestiveness. 

The dainty maid of today drops three crushed 
mint leaves in the bottom of her teacup and 
strains the infusion over them. Perhaps the 
Cranford.jJadies never did this, but they might 
The more buxom maid 
crushes her mint leaves and pours over them 
some ginger ale. Or perhaps this is the mat- 
ron's way of utilizing this fragile herb.. She, 
too, may make an _ imitation julip.and this 
would not be very difficult, since with all the 
other flavors the one tablespoon of brandy or 
whisky which was the only amount used in 
the most famous of real julips would hardly be 
missed. 

Some of the fruit mixed drinks of today 
leave us somewhat uncomfortahle for sometime 
after we have partaken of |them,-but this is 
usually because they have had too much lemon 
in them. Add the lemon with a light hand. 

A.-mint. fruit julip mixed on the simon pure 
julip order would contain but half a lémon for 
a very tall glass half full of crusi:ed ice, a bit 
of lemon and orange. peel, about six sprigs — 
mint, a few ripe strawberries, and. perhaps.

‘An apple jelly. well flavored with mint is a 


favorite in some families: for a meat jelty. I. 


have always intended. to. try mint and rhubarb 
together. A jelly to eat with lamb is also 
made with mint added to gelatine. When any 
of these mint jellies are used with meat they 
are the more attractive if garnished with sprigs 
of fresh mint. Crystallized mint leaves is a 
pretty garnish with some of the creams. An 
orange salad sprinkved . with finely chopped 
mint, powdered sugar and lemon juice, and a 
little sherry wine, served in glasses, each gar- 
nished with a sprig of mint, is a sort of con- 
densed julip. A lemon ice may be garnished 
with mint. 

As to mint sauce, it Is made very simply and 
also with,a good many additions. A cup of hot 
vineger, half as much sugar, and as much mint. 
as needed for good flavor is what is generally 
used, some people liking. about, a quarter of a 
cup of chopped mint to that amouft:of vinegar, 
and others use a whole cup. This is the simple 
mint sauce. When onion juice, garlic, tabasco. 
sauce, paprika, tarragon vinegar, butter, eggs, 
etc., are added, perhaps not all in one sauce 
we. have mint sauce with a difference 

The following recipe I have not tried, but I 
think it may produce something with an agree- 
able taste: 

Mint Chutney.—Mint chutney may be pre- 
pared fresh whenever needed. One handful of 
fresh mint, one cup of seeded raisins, two ta- 
blespoons sugar, one tablespoon tomato catsup, 
one salt speon salt. Put all into a mortar and 
pound until juice Stir thoroughly. No cook- 
ing is required.
